1. SHIPMENTS; Each container and accompanying packing list must show this Purchase Order Number. No charge shall be made for packaging, delivery,-or similar cost unless 
expressly authorized by this order. All shipments are to be packaged in strict conformity with Rule 41 Consolidated Freight Classification and all Interstate Commerce Cam- 
mission Regulations, unless otherwise provided by Government directives or by other provisions herein. Seller shall not insure shipments which are other than f.0.b. destination 
uniess otherwise pravided herein. Seller shall contact Buyer for instructions regarding shipments amounting to $50,000 or over. 


2. ADVANCE COMMITMENTS: Buyer may, at ifs option, either retain items received in advance of the delivery schedule or return them to Seller at Seller's risk and expense; 
if retained, time for payment and discounts shal! be based ‘upon delivery schedule dates. Seller shall place oll orders for and schedule deliveries of materials and parts neces- 
sary for its performance under this order at such times as will enable Seller to meet, but not unreasonably anticipate, the schedule of deliveries set forth herein. In the event of 
termination of or changes to this order, Buyer shall not be liable for any charges or cost arising out af commitments by Seller for the acquisition of said materials and parts, or 
out of work performed hereunder, in advance of the time necessary to meet the delivery schedules hereunder, unless Buyer has given its prior written consent to such advance 
commitments or work, 


3. PAYMENT: The original and other copies of invoices as provided for on the face hereof shall be mailed at the time of shipment. The time for payment of Seller's invoices 
shall commence with dote of actual receipt of invoices in complete accordance with the requirements of this order.
